KALE ANIMALS. 

AN ACT to- prohibit certain male .animals from running at large. 

P bib' ted SEOTION 1. Be it tmaeted. lJy the Genfll'al .A88em"hly 
f;:>m n!nning of tluJ State Qf Iowa, That -80 stallion, jack, bull, boar, 
at large. or buck, shall hereafter be allowed to run at large, and 

it shall be lawful for any person aggrieved tliereby, 
Distraining. forthwith to distrain snch animals and give immediate 

notice thereof to the owner, if known, for which said 
owner shall pay aU damages done by said animal, and 

Damages. the costs of distraining, Keeping, advertising, selling, 
and all the costs not herein specified, resulting from 
so distraining said animals, to the person aggrieved, 
and shall be further liable in a fine not exceeding five 
dollars for every such offense. . 
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SEC. 2. If such animal is not redeemed by the pay- Sale. 
ment of sucb damages within seven days, the persoll 
distraining shall advertise such animal for sale by writ-: 
ten or printed notice in three of" the most public places 
in the township, giving at ~east seven days' no!ice of" 
the time and place of sale, and shall sell at pnbhc auc-
tiOIl at the time and place designated, to toe highest 
bidder, and after deducting the amount of da~~s 
awarded by the fence-viewers of the township in whIch Proceeds. 
sucb damages are done, or the animals so distrained, 
and the remainder of the proceeds of said sale to be 
paid into the Connty Treasury for the \1se of the school 
fund. • 

SEC. 3. Tbat" an act to prohibit certain male stock Repealed. 
from running at lar~," ill article 3, scctions 1522, 1523 
and 1524 of the reVIsion of 1860, on page 253, is here-
by repealed.

CH APTER 66. 

INTEREST ON 8T ATE BONDS. 

AN ACT authorizing the transmission of funds to pay interest on 
State BondI. 
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SECTION 1. Be it enacted 'InJ tlte GII'M'I"al Auem'6ly 
of tluJ State o.f IO'Wa, That whenver interest upon any ~~eas~J!.ro­
bonds of this State becomes due, the State Treasurer 
shall provide sufficient funds on the day such interest 
falls dne, at the place where such interest shall be {>ay-
able; 'and persons holding the said bonds are reqUlred 
to present the same at sucll place within ten days from Preaeutation. 
such day, and in default of doing so, shall only be enti-
tled to receive pay by making their demands at the 
office of State Treasnrer at Des Moines, Iowa. 
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
